Opening an Oyster. 

It may not be generally known to the peo- 
ple of Illinois that John Calhoun, late Sur- 
veyor-General of Kansas and Nebraska, en- 
gineer · jn · obief of the Lecompton Constitution 

aud Grand Master of ibe order of the Cundle- 
Box, (together with Mr. Uriah Manly and 
Mr. R. H. Ridgely,) bas been holdiag office 
and getting a salary of one thousand dollars 
per auuum for nearly eleven years, as Trustee 
of the old State Bank—commissioned to set- 
tle up the affairs of that institution, and pri- 
vileged, it would seem, to digest (or drink 
up) its assets, These persons were appointed 
on or about November Ist, 1848, by Gov- 
French, uuder an act passed by the Legiala- 
ture in February, 1847, “ for finally closing 
the Affairs of ibe State Bank of Illinois.“ 
They were authorized to take charge 1 all 
the assets of the Bank, and to maintain suits 
at law to collect all dehts or demands, and 
in lvose terms to “ witd up its affatts.“ An 
at was passed the followiag year to com- 
plete the winding-up, in which the provisions 
for putting the bank in liquidation were ex- 
tended to January Ist, 1661. No further 
mention is made of these oss in the sta 
tute book until Feb. 45th, 1855, when an act 
was passed directing the Governor to issue 
State bonds to tm to the amount of $4,- 
388 79, on some unsettled transaction. 
Messrr, Calhoun, Manly aud Ridgely have 
kept close as clams during the past eleven 
years, having vever reported on their success 
in “ winding up.“ Whea Gov. Bissell came 
into office he appoiated Gastavas Koerner 
and two associates to receive the baiante, if 
any, in the hands of the Trustees, and make 
an exhibit of the affairs to date. But the old 
Tiustees held on to their rubbish, and the 
Supreme Court decided that they were not 
removable. A resolution offered by} Mr. 
Mack, of Kankakee, and adopted by the Leg- 
islature, bids fair now to open the oyster and 
see what is inside. The resolution calls for 
an investigation, avd requires the keepers of 
the great State Bank secret to divulge 
forthwith, Tho assets of the institution, 
when placed in their hands, are stated at 
seventy or eighty thousand dollars, It appears 
that they surreadered to the Governor, April 
7th, 1851, bonds and serip amounting to 
$30,70070. Their salaries since 1848 will 
probably cover any balance.

Amendments to the School Law. 
The amendments to the School law, which 

were passed in the House on Tuesday evening 
last, are thus stated by the correspon- 
dent of the Journal : 


The bi as it provides for the distribu- 
tion of the School fund among the distri ts, helf 
on schedules and halt in proportion to the number 
of children ever five aad under twenty-one years 
of age ; tue election of three Directors, to d 
office fur three years each after the first election; 
provides for the formation of Union Schools, and 
the trans er of pupils from one district to another; 
the election of tors is held on the first Mou- 
day in September instead of the first Monday in 
October; provides that no person may vote to 


levy taxes without a voie of the people 
purpose of raising money to continue schools for 
the term of six months, when the public funds 
are not cient, and for fuel, furniture and re- 
Pairs of school houses, and purchasing the neces- 
sary books, etc., but no tax for rehasing 
grounds or building a sebool house shall be levied 
without a vote of the people; avd that no person 
residing on the I. C. R. R Company’s lands ma 
vote on levying a tax uoless be shail first list 
lands for E and uo tax to exceed two per 
shail be levied for any purpose.

Mr. Taylor’s leoture last evening attracted an 
immense audience. Every foot of room in Me- 
tropelitan Hall was oecupied, and large numbers 
were turned away unable to obtain entrance. — 

Mr. Taylor introduced bis theme by allud- 
ing to hie seven years ago, where 

he determined to visit the Polar Zone, and from 
which he derived a warm background for his 
Arctic picture. He suggested that our know!- 
odge of the Polar Zone is very limited, and that 
we generally presume its inhabitants are Esqui- 
maux and Samoyeds, aad thet the year consists 
ot nine montha winter, and three months cold 


weather. He hed little confidence at first in his 


power to endure the severity of the North, but 
his miagivings melted under experience. He 
noticed the curve of the isothermal lines to the 
northward along the western coast of the Scan- 
dtnavian peninsula, which kept the Norwegian 
ports open all the vent, while the ocean in the 
same iatitade on the American side was solid 
io from October to June. It was no wonder 
that Bassia coveted these ports; her geography 
was incomplete without either Turkey or Lap- 
land, There was snow in Germany before he 
left it; he entered Stockholm in a snow storm, 
and the thermometer gradually gunk as he went 
North, until at last he found 22 
bis ness freuen ot the seme 

Mr. Taylor was especially at the 
briflianey of the Arctic skies. Nothing could 
exceed their magnificence. They were seperior 
to any he had seen in Italy, Spain, Greece or 
Egypt. That these appearances are not pecu- 
har to Lapland, but are common to the whole 
Arctic region, be proved, by referring to the 
observations of Sir John Ross and Dr. Kane. 
In winter the forests seem a world of alabaster, 
the glorified forests of the Norseman’s Valbalis. 
They reflect every hue of the sky. la summer, 


| Bwedish Lapland seenery presents no remark- 


able feature, and are tame, but in winter, the 
white bearded Magician ef the North srans- 
mutes these common ots into marvels. All 
color vanishes, and everything becomes spottess 
white. The sadw-ciad forests do aot exhibit a 
single speck of green; each tree stands there xs 
white as ivory, hard as marble, and brittle as 
glas. The snow lodging upon the twigs and 
branches, and freezing, bridge one tree to anoth- 
er with fairy arches, and transiorm the com- 
monest things into fantastic and beautiful forms 
—festoons, candclaora, gothic pinnacies, loore 
curtains, Mowers, pala leaves and collosaal spir- 
ita, in a bewildering coutusion, dazzling to the 
eye. The rose color at dawn, deepened and 
changed through all shaces into orange et noon, 
No living forms of vegetsiioa were half so love- 
ly. There they silent, unmoved by the 
wind ; not like the trees of the earth, but like 
the old forests of the Scandinavian mythology. 
To him, the discovery of such exquisite add 
unexpected beauty was solema and touching. 
It was as it God bad desigued it as a compensa- 
tion tor the absence of warmth and light. “‘ Not 
for you,” be says to his Arctic children, “ the 
kindly nursiog of night; not for you the beauty 
of the preguant earth, the genial processions (f 
the seasons, the costiess service of the sun; bot 
I will cover your desolstion with the purity o 
Eden; | will spread the colors of the rain 


over the whole aroh of the sky, and the march- 
es of my armies shall make your darkness beav- 
tifal.”’
